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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As the Examiner has attempted to explain in the 
Final Office Action, the last limitation can be read to be switching between visual information and audio information as is shown in Fig. 
10 of the prior art reference to Northcutt et al. It appears from Applicants arguments that Applicant ONLY and STRICTLY mean to swtich 
visual information between two source locations (e.g., PCI Express interface to graphics controller) and to switch audio information from 
two source locations (e.g., PCI Express interface to audio processing components), as in claim 1. However, Examiner has interpreted 
the particular claim language to mean switching <video information coming from the PCI Express interface into the graphics controller 
to <audio information coming from the PCI Express interface to the audio processing components> or to paraphrase, switching video 
information to audio information. This interpretation is shown by Northcutt as stated in the Final Office Action. Examiner suggests 
inserting the term 'to switch' before the terms "audio information" in the second to last line of claim 1 if Applicant only wishes to claim 
switching sources of visual information and switching sources of audio information. Similarly, in claim 9, Examiner suggests replacing 
the terms "communicated" in lines 7 and 8 with the terms, 'communicatively switched'. 
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
